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With goalie Jack McCartan in the nets, the USA pulled a stunning 
upset of the USSR and Czechoslovakia to win the Olympic Gold Medal 
in 1960 at Squaw Valley. 


USA OLYMPIC ICE HOCKEY OUTLOOK '80 


By the time the United States Olympic Ice Hockey team takes the ice 
for its February 12 opening game against Sweden at Lake Placid, it will 
be an experienced and tested team that will have played over 60 games 
against top-flight competition in the U.S. 


Olympic coach Herb Brooks, the ultra-successful University of 
Minnesota boss, has put together a young, aggressive and determined 
team which will be out to conquer a rugged field that includes the 
powerful Soviet Union and rugged Czechoslovakia. The USA was fourth 
in the '76 Olympic Winter Games with a 2-3 record, and hopes are high 
for a medal in Lake Placid. 


The 1980 USA team will be the product of the most intensive 
training and recruiting program ever done for an Olympic team in this 
country. A total of 26 players (to be trimmed to 20) were picked 
following the United States Olympic Committee's National Sports Festi- 
val last summer in Colorado Springs. The team trained at Bloomington, 
Minnesota, and scheduled a tough slate of games against the top colleges 
in the NCAA ranks, teams from the Central Hockey League, and various 
national teams from Canada, Russia and other nations. 


The goaltending of Jack McCartan was a key factor in the Olympic 
gold medal won by the USA at Squaw Valley in 1960, and Brooks labels 
this position as essential this time, too. He has three solid goalies 
to choose from--1979 All-American Jim Craig of Boston University, 
1979 NCAA Tourney MVP Steve Janaszak of Minnesota, and '78 Michigan 
Tech grad Bruce Horsch, a star in the USOC Sports Festival who also 
played 25 games last year in the IHL. Brooks thinks all three are 
capable of giving the Americans a solid game in the nets. 


On defense, the USA team ranges from 18 years old to 26, and 
Brooks feels he has an aggressive defense that will be better than 
the one put on the ice in the '76 Olympic Games. 18-year old Mike 
Ramsey, who played his frosh year at Minnesota last season, is the 
FIRST American player ever to be drafted in the first round of the 
NHL draft, and he's a good one. The veteran, 26-year old Les Auge, 
a former Gopher star, played 70 games for Oklahoma City of the CHL 


last season and should be a steadying influence on the younger players 
in uniform. Another solid vet is Gary Ross, a member of the 1976 
Olympic Team, who played last year in Austria. The remainder of the 
defense includes three NCAA All-Americans from last year--Jack 0' 
Callahan (Boston U.), Ken Morrow (Bowling Green), and Bill Baker 
(Minnesota). Morrow, a rugged specimen at 6-4, 210 pounds, looks like 
a top prospect. 


The forward line includes another '76 Olympian, Buzz Schneider of 
Babbitt, Minn., another former Minnesota star who played for Brooks 
at Minneapolis. It also includes the leading goal scorer in college 
hockey last season, Ralph Cox of New Hampshire. 


Also up front will be the 1979 College Player of the Year, Mark 
Johnson of Wisconsin, and no less than five players off Brooks’ Gopher 
team--Neal Broten, Eric Strobel, Steve Christoff, Phil Verchota and 
Rob McClanahan. All but Broten played for the USA National Team that 
finished 7th in Moscow at the World Championships last winter. 


A familiar name is also on the front line in North Dakota's Dave 
Christian, whose father (Billy) and uncles (Roger and Gordon) were 
previous Olympians. The WCHA's leading scorer, Colorado College star 
Dave Delich, is also on hand along with All-American Mark Pavelich 
of Minnesota-Duluth. 


Broten and Christian were both taken in the 2nd round of the NHL 
draft--Broten by Minnesota and Christian by the Winnipeg Jets, one 
of the new teams which came over from the defunct WHA to join the 
NHL. 


One more experienced player on the front line that will be a key 
could be former Boston University star Mike Eruzione, who has played 
the past two seasons for Toledo of the IHL. 


Brooks is making no predictions, other than the fact that he 
expects the powerful USSR team, which most remember for what it did 
to the National Hockey League All-Stars last winter, along with the 
Czechs, to be the pre-Games favorites. USA hockey is getting better 
each year, but so are many of the other nations. 


The '79 World Championships ended with Russian taking the title 
in Group A and Finland taking the Group B title. The USA handled 
Finland, 6-2, but lost twice to West Germany. Czechoslovakia and 
West Germany are both in the USA's "Blue" Division at Lake Placid, 
and the top three from each division advance. The third place teams 
in each division, however, have no chance at a medal, so the USA 
must beat out West Germany or the Czechs and not get upset by anybody 
else in the division in order to play for a medal on February 22 
and February 24. 


One factor, which was a big plus at Squaw Valley and will be 
a bonus at Lake Placid, is the obvious "home-town" advantage of 
playing in the United States, with a majority of the 8,000 fans 
in attendance at the Olympic Fieldhouse screaming its lungs out 
for the Red, White and Blue. The resulting flow of adrenalin can't 
be taken lightly when it comes to outside factors and their effect 
On what takes place on the ice. 


This is a young, savvy and aggressive team, but like all American 
teams, it has limited international experience and will be at some 
disadvantage in international techniques. It can be made up, to some 
extent, by hustle and aggressiveness.

OLYMPIC ICE HOCKEY: Will be played in two arenas at Lake Placid, the 
8,000-seat Olympic Fieldhouse, and the smaller 1,000-seat Olympic 
Arena. 


The United States is seeded seventh in the field of 12 that will 
compete for the gold medal. The first games are scheduled for February 
12 (one day ahead of the Opening Ceremonies) and the USA is scheduled 
to meet Sweden at 5:00 p.m. at the Olympic Fieldhouse in a game that 
is tentatively slated for telecast by ABC Sports, the Network of the 
1908 Olympic Winter Games. 


Each nation may enter a team of 20 players. There are two six-team 
divisions. Each division will play a five-game round-robin, with the 
top three teams from each division advancing to the final round to 
compete for the three Olympic medals. (The third place teams will 
play an extra game to determine 5th place and won't be in the running 
for the top three spots, however).

USA OLYMPIC HEAD COACH HERB BROOKS 
University of Minnesota Coach 


Herb Brooks, in his seven years as head coach at the University 
of Minnesota, has brought the Gophers amazing success on the ice, 
including three NCAA Championships and a won-loss mark of 175-100-20 
which equals a sizzling .636 winning percentage. 


The 42-year old native of St. Paul attended Minnesota and became 
one of the finest hockey players ever to wear the colors of the 
University, being hailed by his coach, John Mariucci, as "the 
fastest college player in hockey in that era." 


Brooks was the last player to be cut ahead of the 1960 Olympic 
Winter Games from the USA team that was to go on to win its only 
gold medal in history. "Must have cut the right guy," quips Brooks. 


Following his disappointment in 1960, Brooks played on virtually 
every USA Olympic or National Team from 1961 to 1970, and was the 
team captain in 1965,1967,1968 and 1970. 


Through the 1960s Brooks worked as an insurance salesman in St. 
Paul, but was an assistant coach at the University of Minnesota under 
Glen Sonmor from 1969-71. The following year he pioneered Junior A 
Hockey in the state as the first coach of the Minnesota Junior Stars. 


When Sonmor left Minnesota to become the coach and general man- 
ager of the new WHA Minnesota Fighting Saints, Brooks was named by 
UM Athletic Director Paul Giel to succeed him. 


In his second year at Minnesota, Brooks' Gophers finished second 
in the WCHA, then went on to win the NCAA Championship. It was the 
first time in 25 years that a team made up of only Americans had won 
a national hockey title. 


In the 1975-76 season, Michigan Tech's defending NCAA champions 
won the WCHA, but Brooks and his crew turned the tables on the Huskies 
and beat them for the NCAA title. 


Brooks’ third NCAA crown came in the 1978-79 season after a 
massive rebuilding job. A 4-3 win over North Dakota in the title 
game gave Minnesota its third national crown under Brooks. After the 
season, Brooks coached the USA National Team which played in the 
World Games in Moscow, an experience which gave him valuable insight 
into international hockey and its style of play. 


Brooks is currently on leave from the University to coach 
the 1980 USA Olympic Team. He is married (Patti) and has two 
children, Daniel (12) and Kelly (7). 





Patrick Johannson “Strelow 


CRAIG PATRICK- Assistant Coach 


An eight-year veteran of professional hockey...played with the 
Washington Caps for the last three years before retiring after the 
1979 season...attended the University of Denver and was a member of 
the 1968 NCAA Championship DU Pioneer team coached by Murray Arm-

Has served in this capacity with Herb Brooks at the University of 
Minnesota for the last seven years...and he's turned out some dandies 
in goal for the Gophers. He's a native of St.Paul and played at the 
University of Minnesota, then later for Des Moines and Minneapolis 
in the United States Hockey League, a top 1950s circuit...he was the 
goalie coach for the 1979 USA National Team and is a member scout of 
the Central Scouting System of the NHL...for the past 14 years, he has 
been the head coach at Mahtomedi High School in suburban St. Paul. 


GARY SMITH- Team Trainer 


A native of Waterloo, Iowa...served as head hockey trainer at the 
University of Minnesota for three years during a period of 1969-77 
for Herb Brooks and his staff..he is currently the head trainer for 
the Minnesota Kicks of the North American Soccer League, based in 
the Twin Cities, and is also employed as the athletic trainer for 
the Institute of Athletic Medicine at Fairview Hospital in Minneapolis.

OLYMPIC FLASHBACK..... 
SQUAW VALLEY, CALIFORNIA- 1960 


It turned out to be the greatest moment for amateur hockey in the 
United States since the sport of Ice Hockey came to the country in 
1893..and it happened right here in California. 


The setting was the Olympic Fieldhouse at Squaw Valley. The 
event was the Olympic Winter Games of 1960. The sport was Ice Hockey, 
and the United States, as usial, was a heavy underdog to the rugged 
Czechs and the physical Russians, not to mention the defending world 
champion Canadians, who invented the sport. 


The USA had advanced to the final round by beating The Czechs, 7-5, 
and Australia, 12-1. That put the team into the six-team championship 
round-robin. ‘ 


Sweden fell to the Americans by 6-3; The USA then whipped Germany, 
9-1 to set up a crucial showdown with the Canadians. 


A howling, standing-room-only crowd of 8,500 in Blyth Arena and 
millions of American and world TV viewers saw the scrapping, clawing 
USA underdogs win, 2-1, as goalie Jack McCartan of Minnesota made save 
after impossible save. He had 39 for the night, in fact. The USA took 
a 1-0 lead in the first period when Minnesota's John Mayasich fired 
in a 20-footer at 12:47. The lead went to 2-0 at 14:00 of the 2nd 
period when another Gopher grad, Paul Johnson, intercepted a pass 
and skated the length of the ice to slap home a 35-footer. McCartan 
stopped 20 shots in the 2nd period alone and was finally beaten at 
the 14:00 mark. Canada got no more. 


Next up was Russia, on Feb.27, and this time the crowd rose to 
almost 10,000 in the arena. Bill Cleary of Harvard got the USA out in 
front by 1-0 at 4:04 of the first period on a pass from his brother 
Bob. The USSR went in front 2-1 with two straight goals within five 
minutes and that's the way the first period ended. 


Midway in the second period, Billy Christian, the smallest player 
on the ice, took a pass from his brother Roger and swept in from the 
left to fire one past goalie Nikolai Puchkov to knot the score. It 
set up a dramatic final stanza. 


At 14:59 of the third period, the 5-9,145-pound Billy Christian 
again took charge. Set up again by brother Roger, he outsmarted Puch- 
kov, who came out to cut off his angle on a power play and slammed 
One past the startled Soviet goaltender. McCartan toughened the rest 
of the way and the U.S. had a 3-2 win to set up the title tilt with 
the Czechs! 


The bizarre schedule called for an 8:00 A.M. game, and it was a 
real dandy. A USA loss plus a Canada win over Russia could still give 
the gold to Canada on a goal-spread basis. The Czechs made things worse 
by taking a 4-3 lead after two periods. 


This time, it was Roger Christian who took charge, tying the game 
at 4-4 at 5:59 of the final period on a pass from brother Billy. Bob 
Cleary put the U.S. ahead at 7:40 with an assist from Mayasich. He 
followed with another goal at 11:36 with an assist from his brother 
to give the USA a 6-4 lead. Within the next four minutes, Roger 
Christian scored twice and Bill Cleary once in a total blitz that 
put the gold medal into the USA camp in a 9-4 rout. 


It was, and always will be, an unforgettable moment in American 
sports history, forever preserved in the hearts of U.S. hockey 
faithful.
